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Disaster? 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—It is per- 
haps a bit sadistic, like reminding 
a football reporter that the teams 

he picked to win 
all were defeat- 
ed, to refer the 
GOP back to 
1952. 

But that was 
only six years 
ago and within 
the memory of 
most of us. Late 
that summer, 
after the nom- 

inating convention, Sen. Robert 
A. Taft had breakfast with Nom- 
inee Eisenhower. The senator, as 
was his custom, wanted a re- 
action to certain of his ideas. His 
position in the campaign hung on 
the results. 


They emerged from breakfast 
in unity. The senator’s ideas had 
been accepted. Mr. Eisenhower 
spoke somewhat ambiguously of 
a permanent budget ceiling for 
the country of around $60 billions. 
But there would be, of course, a 
substantial cut:in taxes. This was 
a rebuke to that careless Truman 
fellow whose budget of near $70 
billions had so outraged the Re- 
publicans—especially Sen. Taft. 


Reports in Washington, by no 
means confined to Democratic 
circles, are that GOP: National 
Chairman Meade Alcorn believes 
a good way to get back at the 
Democrats is to present them 
with an “almost balanced” 
budget: It will have a deficit of 
about three billion dollars. The 
anticipation is that the Demo- 
crats will be made to look bad 
by promptly running this up to 
about six billion. Apparently the 
White House goes along. It will 
try to hold the budget to some- 
where around 80 billions. 


Petty Politics 


If this course of petty political 
folly is followed it will do untold 
damage to the free enterprise sys- 
tem. That some of the more in- 
telligent leaders in the American 
industrial system are disturbed is 
no secret. There is continued un- 
employment in some fields. A 
so-called “almost balanced” 
budget can only be attained by 
cutting back important programs 
and retrenching on defense pro)- 
ects known to be badly needed. 


The economic effect of this will 
be bad. It will create more un- 
employment and will force the 
Congress to more spending. It 
may cause Mr. Alcorn to beam 
and say, “We told you the Demo- 
crats elected spenders.” But his 
‘‘T-told-you-so” boost will be a 
boomerang victory. 


In 1952 it was politics to talk 
glibly of a more or less perma- 
nent budget of $60 billions. This 
was the year when the panacea 
was a simple one of bringing the 
pest brains to Washington. It is 
as fair a question to ask who is 
responsible for the tremendous 
peace-time deficits of the six Eis- 
enhower years as it was to de- 
mand of Harry Truman why his 
budget was around $70 billion. 
But to argue in that fashion is 
immature and dangerous to our 
economic and military future. 


Dangerous Business. 


Economists here note that we 
have a surplus of plant capacity 
and labor. To increase unemploy- 
ment and decrease production is 
a dangerous piece of business just 
to hit back at the Democrats. 


It will certainly push Congress 
into necessary spending. And it 
will not redound to the political 
benefit of the GOP. 


Economic experts have been 
saying for some years that the 
national tax structure must be 
overhauled so as to create one 
adequate to federal . responsibili- 
ties. The American people are 
going to be’ paying more taxes, 
not less, and the load of them 
will be inequitably distributed if 
there is not a revision of the im- 
position of taxes.

As of now, the apogee is in the 
Southern Hemisphere and the peri- 
gee, or low point, in the Northern 
Hemisphere. 


There is a gradual shift in the 
high and low. points, due to the 
earth’s bulge ‘at the equator. If 
there is enough shift in the high 
point to bring it north in the pre- 
dicted life of the satellite, it could 
quite possibly be seen far beyond 
Southern states. 


WHOLE COUNTRY 

If the apogee of approximately 
900 miles should actually shift into 
the Northern Hemisphere, virtual- 
ly the entire United States should 
be able to glimpse the new man- 
made moon on any crossings dur- 
ing early morning or evening 
hours. 


Smithsonian Institution scien- 
tists Friday afternoon reported 
the possibility that the satellite 
was visible over Georgia at 5:30 
p.m.

tics team that built Atlas. 


A modified lightweight stainless 
steel shell would be the basic 
space station unit. 

By adding a second stage to the 
Atlas, the rocket system would be 
able to deliver a crew of four or 
some 8,000 pounds of cargo into 
space. 

This would qualify it as a cargo 
ship or a ferry vehicle between 
earth and the space station. 


Of course, the Convair statement 
explains, the success of such a 
project would depend on the ability 
to bring a rocket ship back into 
the earth’s atmosphere and land 
its human passengers safely. 


But this capability could be at- 
tained by other defense projects in 
the next five years, the statement 
said. 

LAUNCHING PRECISION 


Besides exreme reliability in 
the missile’s operation, space 
travelers will need precision at 
launching so that a rendezvous 
can be made in space. 


The space station would weigh 
some 15,000 pounds and would be 
about 106 feet long. It could carry 
a nuclear power supply in its rear 
end. 


Small rockets would rotate the 
station in space some 2% times a 
minute, providing some measure 
of gravity for the crewmen. 


The crew capsule would actual- 
ly be a rubber nylon structure. It 
would be divided in four levels, 
inside the Atlas shell. 


The sanitary equipment would 
be located on the lowest level. Out- 
side it would carry a water re- 
generation system. 


BOTTOM FLOOR 


This would essentially be the 
bottom floor. 


Right above would be the galley 
and recreation room—and on the 
third floor would be the sleeping 
room. The fourth floor would be 
the control room and laboratory. 
Entrance to the space station 
would be above the control room 
through an airlock. 


It would take about a week to 
establish the station. Crews would 
be changed every two weeks at 
first. Then duty periods would 
lengthen to a month. 


Fresh supplies and equipment 
would be delivered about once a 
year. But it would take up to 20 
rocket flights a year to keep the 
station and crew in trim.

In Slay Case 


Perjury charges were brought 
Friday by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury against a WAC pri- 
vate who charged she lied in her 
testimony as a state witness 
during the trial of her ex-husband 
on murder charges. 


A grand jury indictment made 


the perjury charges against Willie 
Lucille Bohannon, held in jail 
here since she voluntarily told 
court officials of the alleged per- 
jury. 

Miss Bohannon, the indictment 
alleges, gave false testimony dur- 
ing the trial of Russell L. Harris 
on Sept. 30, before Fulton Su- 
perior Court Judge E. E. An- 
drews.

Atlas, Indeed, Is 
Mighty Messenger 


The whole country—in fact, the entire 
free world—is rejoicing over the success- 
ful launching of a four-ton Atlas satel- 
lite which now is in orbit around the 
earth. The achievement is magnificent 
and puts the United States back in the 
space race with a mighty bang. 

From a propaganda standpoint the 
event is tremendous. But from a mili- 
tary view it means this country is less- 
ening whatever edge the Russians may 
have had in the missiles and rockets 
field. It does not mean we no longer have 
‘anything to fear. The Russians have made 
tremendous scientific strides and still are 
making them. 

The huge missile itself is an unquali- 
fied success. It cam be built in as large 
quantities as the nation’s leaders deem 
necessary. But for decisions a decade ago 
in the name of economy, the Atlas prcb- 
ably would have been ready five years 
sooner. Those decisions weakened this 
country’s position dangerously and 
brought on many Communist victories. 


News of the launching was greeted in 
free world countries with jubilation. 
General opinion of newspapers is that the 
event puts the United States ahead. Our 
diplomatic bargaining position has re- 
ceived a great boost. 


The event should not lull us into a 
feeling of security. It is an important 
milestone but it can be classed only as a 
beginning. The challenge of space re- 
mains and as in many other areas the 
Russians wiJl not agree to plans to re- 
serve it for peaceful purposes. We thus 
must stay in this race at any cost. News of 
cutbacks in research and development of 
missiles and rockets is the same cld dis- 
tressing story. 

The United States has demonstrated 
its capabilities. As important as that is, 
of even greater importance is utilizing 
those capabilities for peace and security. 


Nothing perhaps could have drama- 
tized the achievement more effectively 
than the President’s message which was 
broadcast yesterday from the satellite it- 
self. From thousands of miles in space, 
the tape-recorded greeting came in loud 
and clear. It was as inspiring as it was 
unique. It rebuked the ambitious and mad 
rulers who would stamp out freedom and 
human dignity from the earth. 


“My message is a simple one,” the 
President said. 

“Through this unique “means I convey 
to you and to all mankind America’s wish 
for peace on earth and good will toward 
men everywhere.” 

While stating this wish for peace, the 
Atlas from which the message came 
served notice that we are preparing our- 
selves to insure it.

Let Government Act 
To Protect the Public 


Congress has a definite responsibil- 
ity to the public to come up with legisla- 
tion which would prevent disruption of 
aerial traffic. Need for such legislation 
dramatically is illustrated in the Eastern 
Air Lines tieup which is now going into 
its fourth week. 

The Railway Labor Act which set up 
machinery to avoid interruption of in- 
terstate commerce and to protect em- 
ploye and employer rights has failed in 
air transport. As public carriers the air- 
lines are fully as important. They are 
controlled by government and yet the 
unions apparently operate without re- 
straint of any kind. 

In the case of Eastern, a jurisdictional 
dispute has thrown thousands of people 
out of work. The company already has 
lost millions in revenue and is helpless 
to prevent it. The public is denied the 
use of a major transportation facility dur- 
ing a critical period. The economies of 
many cities have been damaged se- 
verely. 

Arbitration which is provided for in 
the Railway Labor Act has been rejected. 
It seems to us and to the traveling public 
that government has a_ responsibility 
which is not being met. 

Other airline disputes involving as- 
troniomical salaries for jet pilots elso are 
threatening to tie up other lines. These 
fantastic disputes and fights for power 
somehow must be curbed. Salaries and 
working hours for many of these em- 
ployes already make the average person 
gasp in disbelief. 

Mandatory arbitration seems to be the 
only answer since presidential fact-find- 
ing boards and other efforts to protect 
the public from union recklessness have 
failed. So-called rights and _ privileges 
which ignore the public interest must not 
be tolerated.

Why place a tree in our homes at Christmas? 
Well, the Christmas tree speaks a varied mes- 
sage. Many of us see beyond the tree itself to E 
concerning meanings of the Christian faith. 


those silent 
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Many of the readers of this page have at one time or another spent 
the Christmas season in places where the bare limbs of trees stand 
in bold relief against a white wilderness of snow. 


Then as their eyes survey the 
landscape they have seen ever- 
greens whose greenness is accen- 
tuated against the white _—_. 
drop. 

Just such contrasts between the 
apparent life of the evergreens 
and the apparent death of the 
other trees was long ago sug- 
gested to our European ancestors. 
The evergreens’ perennial green- 
ness symbolized te them both 
length of days and life eternal. 


In the month of May our an- 
cestors had their dances around 
a gaily bedecked tree, for the 
tree was considered to be a herald 
and witness of the rebirth of the 
recurring year. Festive dances 
around the tree apparently were 
common before the use of the 
bare May pole. In the midst of 
winter these people took ever- 
greens into their homes, which 
they decorated and honored in 
much the same way. 

When we think deeply about 
the meanings of Christmas we can 
readily see that the tree is much 


-more than something on which to 


hang glass balls and plastic orna- 
ments. It is a wonderful interpret- 
er of certain fundamental truths 
that are to be found in the words 
of Him who came that we through 
Him might have eternal life. 
Many generations of men have 
believed the tree to be representa-

tive of the “Lignum vitae,” the 
Tree of Life of which various Old 
Testament writers spoke. 


There are not many oarols 
which we sing about the Christ- 
mas tree, but one traditional Ger- 
man melody does acclaim the 
Spiritual message to which I have 
been alluding: ‘‘O Christmas tree! 
Fair Christmas tree! ... A type 
of life eternal! .. . O Christmas 
tree! Fair Christmas tree! ... 
Your boughs are ever vernal. . 

So fresh and green in summer 

heat. . .. And bright when snows 

lie round your feet. . . . O Christ- 

mas tree! Fair Christmas tree! 
. A type of life eternal!” 

These associations with the tree 
may be new to many of us, but 
I am sure that at the heart of 
our buoyant Christmas faith 
there is nothing that brings more 
real joy than Christ’s assurance 
that one day we shall rise on the 
wings of hope to dwell forever 
in the presence of God.

WASHINGTON—There is a tendency to view 
pemyscxt s new effort to gobble up West Berlin 
as springing from a cleverly maneuvered crisis 


almost wholly disadvantageous to the West. The exact opposite, I 


think, 


is much nearer the truth. On the surface this maneuver 


looks to be conceived carefully and aimed at one of our diplomatic 


weak points—but this is facade. 

The fact is that the Soviets did 
not launch their scheme to get 
West Berlin into Communist 
hands primarily to embarrass the 
West, but to close off, if possible, 
an egregious embarrassment to 
themselves. 

For West Berlin, surrounded 
by the bleak life of East Zone 
communism, is a radiant contrast 
between a free society and a suf- 
focating satellite society in East 
Berlin, run to please the Rus- 
sians. 

In Berlin the two ideologies—a 
competitive - enterprise economy 
and democratic government, and 
a government-managed economy 
and political dictatorship — are 
on open exhibit. 

East Berlin shows what a So- 
viet-run puppet government can 
do. 

West Berlin shows what a free 
people can do. It has drawn a 
thousand East Zone doctors to its 
haven this year. More than twice 
as many university professors 
fled East Germany in the past 
nine months as in all 1957. Pro- 
fessional people are .defecting at 
the same increased ratio. 

The Soviets find this an almost 
unbearable embarrassment. 

They tried to drop the iron cur- 
tain around West Berlin in 1948— 
and failed. They are trying to do 
it again now.

It is 
helping to unite the West and to 
make renewedly evident to many 
other people around the world 
what the Soviets are really up. to.

Long County, in southeast Georgia, was created from Liberty 
County in 1920, ranking 157th in order of creation, It was named 
for Dr. Crawford W. Long, the Georgian who was the first physician 


to use ether as an anesthetic. 


Ludowici, the county seat, was named for@Carl Ludowici, a 
German tile manufacturer who settled there. There are many 
orange-red colored tile roofs still in existence throughout south 
Georgia that are a monument to him. 


Six miles southwest of Ludowici is a monument to a lost flower, 
the Gordonia-Franklinia, a plant that was first found about 1765 
growing on the Altamaha River. The flower became extinct in 

Georgia until a sprig was planted here in 


1941. 


At Beard’s Bluff, in the western part 


of the county on the Altamaha, stood a | 


fort of the seme name.

The Golden Trail 


The fellow who tagged the fledgling PGA tour 
“Golf’s Golden Trail” back in the days of the $7,500 
and $10,000 tournaments may have been stretching it 
a point or two at the time, but he’d be hitting it right 
on the button today. 


Under the capable leadership of one-time Northwestern fullback 
J. Edwin a Carter, the professional tourists will shoot for $1,500,000 in 
. e ie. 1959. 


Carter, a burly 200-pound, 51-year- 
old, joined the PGA as tournament 
bureau manager in 1956, and in 1957, 
his first full year at the helm, had the 
season's prize money beyond the mil- 
lion mark. 


In ’58 the total prize money jumped 
te $1,300,000. And Carter hasn't stopped 
yet. With more and more young play- 
ers joining the tour, Ed is constantly 
on the move, contacting old sponsors, 
new sponsors and prospective sponsors 
with an eye always to bigger purses 
and more attractive tournaments. 


In fact, Carter, who works at his 
job virtually 12 months a year, is on 
the move so much that Jim Gaquin, 
his very efficient field public relations 
expert, has dubbed him “Golf's Man 


Prather | 
in Motion.” And that sobriquet is quite apt. 


Ed is always bouncing around when he’s on the ground. The 
rest of the time he's flying all over North America carrying on 
PGA business. Some believe he logs only slightly less flying time 
than Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. 


Carter got into the golf business in 1954 when he was drafted 


by fellow members of Baltusrol Country Club (Springfield, 
N.J.) te handle the program for the U.S. Open which the club 
was hosting that year. He did such a good job that the program 
grossed $107,000. Ed has handled programs for U.S. Opens 
ever since. 


Besides beefing up the PGA tour schedule, Ed has put the 
Tournament Bureau on a more solid basis by arranging for the 
bureau to get player entry fees in lieu of a set service fee from 
sponsors. He also set up a four-man field staff made up of Harvey 
Raynor, tournament supervisor; Joe Black, assistant supervisor; 
Ken Everett, scoreboard keeper and Gaquin. 


—Palmer, Casper Tour’s Top Bankers 


All in all, Carter has done a fine job for the tour, and in turn, 
young men who are adept at swinging a golf club have been doing 
all right by themselves, too. 


This year for instance, 29-year-old Arnold Palmer, the former 
Southern Intercollegiate champion while at Wake Forest, has banked 
$42.607 to lead tourists in official money-winnings. Billy Casper, 
who is second in official money, is the over-all leader with some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $56,000. Pretty good, we'd say, for a 
27-year-old who has been playing professionally only four years. 


The twenty-fifth placer in official winnings picked up a tidy 
$13,373 this year. And there are many more below this position 
who more than made a living playing-for-pay in 1958. 


The tour has become so attractive to the expert golfer that the 
amateur field is constantly being depleted by youngsters turning to 
the “Golden Trail.” 


This year saw such outstanding young simonpures as 1957 US. 
Amateur champion Hillman Robbins, Southern Intercollegiate champ 
Dick Whetzle, ex-Western king Mason Rudolph, former NCAA titlist 
Rex Baxter, Frank Wharton, Jim Hiskey, a pair of University of 
Houston stars, and Don Bisplinghoff join the professional ranks. 
Even John Brodie, San Francisco 49ers quarterback, plans to join 
the circuit in °59. 

So, it is small wonder that the professionals dominate the 
golf field so thoroughly. No amateur has been able to top 
them in a tournament since Georgia’s own Doug Sanders 
turned the trick in the 1956 Canadian Open. 


Doug has since joined them, and this year enjoyed his best on 
the tour, winning $14,000 despite the fact he missed several tourna- 
ments due to an injury. 


—Sargent Says Discipline Big Factor 


In discussing the PGA tour, which is the glamour side of Pro- 
fessional Golfers’ Assn. of America, East Lake’s Harold Sargent 
said he thought the main reasons for the organization’s growing 
popularity was, the disciplining of the players in the last couple of 
years. 


Fines and suspensions now await those who violate the PGA’s 
gentleman’s code. As a result, there is practically none of the old 
rhubarbs that formerly made headlines on the tour. Harold, as 
National president, has had a big hand in this along with Jay 
Hebert, who formerly headed the players’ committee. 


While on professional golf, it might be pointed out that the 
Ladies PGA should be in for more prosperous tours now that 
they have hired master promoter Fred Corcoran te direct 
their affairs. 


Fred has already lined up a $50,000 winter tour, which ends 
with the Nehi Open at Columbus Country Club March 22. Corcoran 
has not announced the summer portion of the program, but it is a 
good guess that it will boost the year's prize money above $200,000.

Union Friday to have “no misunderstanding” about 
NATO’s decision. to retaliate with nuclear weapons if 


attacked.

BOSTON (UPI)—A federal judge 
Friday convicted Bernard Goldfine 
of criminal contempt of court. The 
self-made millionaire still faced 
two similar prosecutions here and 
in Washington. 

Federal Judge Charles E. Wy- 
zanski Jr. found the textile and 
real estate tycoon guilty on one 
count of criminal contempt and 
convicted his blonde secretary, 
Mildred Paperman, on two counts. 


They were charged with willful 
refusal to meet a Dec. 8 court- 
order deadline for turning books 
over to income tax agents. 


SENTENCING DEFERED 


Sentencing was deferred until 
Monday when Goldfine and his 
Girl Friday were expected to ap- 
pear in U.S. District Court where 
the latest act in the Goldfine 
drama was played out thi: week. 
The maximum penalties are at the 
judge’s discretion and not covered 
by statute. 


Hearing on another civil con- 
tempt action also is scheduled 
Monday before Wyzanski. 


Even as the Wyzanski conviction 
was being filed with the clerk of 
the U.S. District Court here, Gold- 
fine was arraigned in the corre- 
sponding court in Washington and 
pleaded innocent to an 18-count in- 
dictment for contempt of Con- 
gress.

FREE ON BOND 


Federal Judge John J. Sirica 
freed Goldfine in $1,000 bond for 
trial to begin March 16. The date 
was set at the request of Goldfine 
lawyers who said his chief coun- 
sel, Edward Bennett Williams, 
would be occupied with other 
cases until then. 


The indictments charged Gold- 
fine with contempt for refusal to 
answer questions about his finan- 
cial dealings at a hearing last 
summer of the House subcommit- 
tee on legislative oversight. 


The hearings led directly to the 
resignation last October of presi- 
dential assistant Sherman Adams 
who admitted receiving some of 
the gifts and favors Goldfine was 
in the habit of lavishing on public 
figures. Adams, now™ writing his 
memoirs in Lincoln, N.H., denied 
any wrong-doing.
